President’s Letter. 

The president’s letter to Governor 
Harlington follows: 

“Your letter of May 21 calls my atten- 
tion to the proposal for a nation-wide 
movement based upon the principles 
embodied in the Maryland compulsory 
work law. I can say without hesita- 
tion that I am heartily in accord with 
any movement intended to bring every 
citizen to a full realization of his re- 
sponsibilities as a participant in the 
war. 

“Upon our entrance into the war I 
called upon our citizens to mobilize 
their energies for its prosecution in 
every way that was possible. The re- 
sponse has been exceedingly gratifying. 
The slogan, ‘work or fight,’ has every- 
where been taken up as a satisfactory 
expression of the spirit of the people. 
The instances of failure to appreciate 
its force and significance have been 
few. It is only natural, however, that 
those few cases should excite the feel- 
ing that the spirit of the community 
should in some way be enforced by 
law upon those who were not willing 
to co-operate of their own: initiative. 

“This has made possible the effective 
operation of our selective service law 
and has found expression also in your 
compulsory work law.

French Net Involved. 


To deal with the statement.that a 
great part of the French army has been 
destroyed: In the March offensive, no 
part of the French. army was involved 
at. the moment of attack, which fell 
upon fourteen’ British divisions, and 
these were overwhelmed. In succeed- 
ing days a certain number of French 
divisions came up, and soon after their 
arrival the Picardy front was stabilized. 
Terrific German attacks between Mont- 
didier and Amiens in the closing phase 
of this operation resulted in heavy Ger- 
man losses, in no gain of ground, and 
the French losses by comparison were 
small. Obviously, then, mo large part 
of the French army was defeated or 
even seriously engage in the battle of 
Picardy. 

In the subsequent battle in Flanders, 
the British again suffered a-local de- 
feat and sanguinary losses lasting over 
two weeks. 

Toward the close of this battle a cer- 
tain number of French reserves 4ar- 
rived, were engaged in the fighting 
about Keinme!l, suffered severe losses in 
the case of one or two-divisions, but in 
the aggregate no great losses. Nor 
were any large number of French re- 
serves involved. It is untrue, then, that 
any considerable part of the French 
army was defeated. in Flanders, and. 
apart from the local loss of Kemmel, 
there was no reverse of any sort, the 
German advance being pulled down 
promptly. 

Turning‘to the case of the battle of 
the Aisne, the situation is different. On 
the .front attacked four French and 
three British divisions were involved. 
The three British divisions suffered 
considerably.

Paris, June 13.—A concentrated fire

County to Pay Bille. 

The county commfiesioners at three 
previous meetings have gone on record 
as agreeing to pay the city’s share of 
the Peachtree paving if the work of 
paving were let to a contractor. A 
contract between the city and the coun- 
ty was drawn up some time ago with 
the idea that the paving would be let 
by contract. When the city asked for 
bids on the paving, the bids were so 
high that the city refused to accept 
them. Then the Meador Construction 
company, whose bid had been turned 
down, and the Barber Asphalt company 
came to an agreement by which a bid 


13 cents lower than the original bid of ' 


the Meador company was presented to 
council. This was accepted by the city, 
but it was turned down by the county. 

When the county turned this bid 
down they voted to appropriate $22,- 
000 for the paving of Peachtree street 
if the Meador Construction company 
would buy the asphalt from the coun- 
ty at $55 per ton, the price that the 
Barber Asphalt company was asking 
for their asphalt. The Meador com- 
pany refused to enter into the contract 


under those conditions, and as Mr. Col- | 


lier had stated that he could save $30,- 
000 on the job by doing it with the 


city forces, a special meeting voted to 
let Mr. Collier do the work. 
West Peachtree Complaints. 

Until Thursday the county had not, 
technically speaking, voted anything 
towards the paving of Peachtree, 
though morally, they had voted to pay 
the city’s share. Under the agreement 
reached Thursday, a weekly expense 
account will be kept by the construc- 
tion department and will be turned in 
weekly to the commission. The aim 
of both the county and the city is to 
keep the cost of the paving at a mini- 
mum price and at the same time put

Dozen Democrats Unex- 
pectedly Join Majority of 
Republicans, Who Are Op- 
posed to Changes During 
War. | 


Washington, June 18.—The senate to- 
day refused to limit its debate during 
the war. 


After receiving information that the 
president had not urged its adoption, 
the senate voted down, 41 to 34, a rule 
proposed by Senator Underwood, of 
Alabama, to cut short senators’ speech- 
es. 

Spirited debate marked consideration 
of the resolution, but despite determin- 
ed opposition during the discussion of 
the past few days, supporters of the 
rule had been confident of its adoption. 
When the yote was taken late today, 
however, a dozen democratic senators 
unexpectedly joined the majority of 
republicans opposing the measure.

Cleture Rule in Ferce. 

Defeat of the resolution leaves in full 
force the cloture rule adeptéd a year 
ago after the famous filibuster on the 
armed ship bill. That rule provides for 
restriction of debate if the senate ap- 
proves by a two-thirds vote a petition 
signed by sixteen members. 

As originally introduced, the Under- 
wood resolution provided that no sen- 
ator might speak more than an hour 
on a bill or resolution, or 20 minutes 
on an amendment, except by unanimous 
consent, but several days ago it was 
amended to allow an hour and a half 
discussion and an extension upon. a 
majority vote. 

Before the final vote today,,the sen- 
adopted, 40 to 35, an amendment by 
Senator Fall, of New Mexico, republi- 
can, providing that except by unani- 
mous consent the rule would not be 
invoked during discussion of legisla- 
tion which had been considered by a 
partisan caucus or conference of the 
majority in control of the senate. 

Various reasons were assigned to- 
night for the defeat of the resolution. 
Prospective discussion of nation-wide 
prohibition and ths application of the 
rule to treaties, as well as to legisla- 
ation, were said to have been factors. 
Some members, however, believed that 
Senator Underwood's explanation of the 
president’s position was the deciding in- 
fluence. 

Mr. Underwood told the senate that 
the president had not urged adoption 
of the rule, taking the position that he 
should not interfere with the senate’s 
procedure. However, Mr. Wilson did 
say, according to Senator Underwood, 
that he believed adoption of the rule 
advisable should the senate view the 
situation in the same light.

Losses of British. 

Up to the present moment the losses 
of the British army have doubtless been 
greater than those of the French in the 
campaign of 1918, although the bitter 
fighting of the last few days is begin- 
ning to equalize the casualties of our 
two allies. That the Germans have lost 
a million and their opponents about 
the same number is a conservative esti- 
mate. That the British have had up- 
wards of twenty divisions temporarily 
disorganized and practically eliminated 
seems probable. But we have nothing 
to suggest a similar loss to the French 
save the four divisions manifestly 
crushed on the Aisne in the attack of 
May 27. . 

It is a hopeful sign when the enemy 
begins to explain. It is an even more 
hopeful sign when his explanations are 
palpable falsehoods. In the. present 
case, General von Stein’s assertions are 
obviously intended to have the effect of 
mustard shells filling the eyes of the 
kaiser’s enemies with tears. A very 
little reflection will serve to demon- 
strate. how idle are his claims. The 
French army has suffered losses, but 
aside from the attack of May 27, it 
has not suffered the kind of losses which 
destroyed its organization. Its reserves 
have not been defeated, but in every 
case have succeeded in checking the 
German rush when they have been put 
in and have unquestionably inflicted 
upon the German a much larger loss 
than they have suffered. 

While the French armies are holding 
our enemy within a restricted area, it is 
essential that we should not permit that 


enemy to shake our confidence or 
achieve behind the lines what he is not 
able to accomplish in front. We have 
many anxious days ahead of us. We 
have real perils. But there ig no ex- 
cuse for letting the Germans add im- 
aginery and false perils to the real dan- 
gers that exist.

The first 
was the president's asking if Mr. Lever 
was willing to remain in the house, and 
pointing out reasons for suggesting 
this. Mr. Lever replied, saying that 
the request was a surprise to him, 
but that if the president thought best, 
he should remain, he would obey the 
“commander-in-chief of the army and 
navy,” adding “We have a selective 
service act and it is the duty of every 
man to be placed where he can best 
serve his nation.” 

The president replied that he regard- 
ed it as necessary for Mr. Lever to re- 
main in the house, and the final let- 
ter was the one in which Mr. Lever 
advised he would do go. 

In .his first letter, pointing out rea- 
sons for the suggestion that Mr. Lever 
retain his present seat, the president 
referred to various legislation of which 
Mr. Lever, as chairman of the house 
agricultural committee, would have 
charge. : 

President Wilson’s Letter.

THE FUEL SUPPLY. 


The Black Diamond, leading press 
spokesman for the coal trade, cites what it 
calls “the terrible danger of the coal short- 
age confronting the nation!”’ 

It quotes federal fuel administration sta- 
tistics and estimates as showing that the 
maximum daily demand for coal between 
now and next spring wil! be 2,435,000 tons, 
while the maximum daily production that 
can be relied upon to meet that demand is 
of 1,968,000; in other words, the national 
production is falling behind the national 
demand at the rate of 467,000 tons a day, 
which, on the basis of 300 working days, 

'  #means a coal shortage of 140,100,000 tons 
>. for this year! : | 

Br This truly presents a situation that is 

~ emnything but reassuring, and if some means 
é ‘is not found whereby either to bring the 
“coal production up to requirements or else 
to cut the requirements down to meet the 
supply there is going to be much suffering 
during the forthcoming winter and spring. 

The federal fuel administration recently 
issued a circular appealing to the public 

‘to “Cut Wood! Burn Wood!” because 

“Uncle Sam must have coal to make guns, 
to carry supplies, to fire warships!” It 
calls upon every city and town to equip 
itself with a municipal woodyard, and in 
every way possible encourage the substitu- 
tion of wood for coal as domestic fuel. 

Admittedly, there is coal enough in the 
ground to run the world. for many years 
yet; it is only a question of getting it out. 
It is only a question of men, then, to mine 
it, because the government is equipped 
with the means of transporting it to the 
consumer’s reach. 

The government has taken steps to har: 
ness the country’s thousands of idlers and 
putting them either in uniform or at some 
constructive, productive work. 

What's the matter with steering a num- 
ber of our labor-slackers in the general di- 
rection of the coal fields? It will help at 
least that much. 

Then, Uncle Sam is feeding some thou- 
sands of German war prisoners—and there 
must be several hundred thousands of that 
class of men avyailabie in the prison camps 
on the other side, who would make excellent 
ballast for our returning transports and food 
ships. | 

Why not put them, or as many of them 
as may be needed, in the coal mines, where, 
by digging coal, they could help work out 
the salvation of civilization! | 

These are simply suggestions, thrown 
out at random in the hope, and in the con- 
viction, that either or both of them could 
be applied effectively in time to avert what 
bids fair to develop into an exceedingly se- 
rious situation, and which, warned, as we 
have been, in plenty of time, we owe it to 
ourselyes as a nation to avert. 


TIN OR GLASS---FOR CANNING. 


On the eve of the canning season, and in 
the face of perhaps the most plenteous fruit 
and vegetable harvest {nm many years, the 
can situation is anything but bright. A 
firm of New York brokers has issued a 
circular to that general effect, describing in 
detail the “extraordinary s‘tuation in the 
can manufacturing industry” which has re- 
sulted in part from the government require- 
ments for canned goods for the army and 
navy and in part from the general awaken- 


ing of American housewives and food: pro | 


ducers to the necessity of food conservation. 
According to this presentation “the de 
mand for cans for use as food containers is 
“greatly in excess of the country’s manufac- 
turing capacity;” which means that there 
is danger that great quantities of valuable 
foodstuffs will be lost if those having it 

depend upon tin cans for its preservation. 
But there is ro need for that being the 
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tin’ cans and solder. 
Glass jars can very well serve the pur- 
pose of tins; and, as a means of conserving 


the somewhat limited supply of that form | 


of container, many varieties of fruit and 


vegetable products may easily be pre 
served in crockery and in earthenware | 
, crocks and jars. Then, too, wooden casks , 
and kegs may be pressed into satisfactory | 
service to help out; and when they are full . 


resort may be had to the good, old-fashioned 
method of drying in the sun, which is fine 
for many varieties of fruit and vegetables. 
There are many people in the world to- 
day—and so there will be also next winter— 
who would feel well provisioned, indeed, 
with a good bag of dried peaches, plums, 
apricots, apples, berries, etc., or okra, corn, 
beans, pumpkin, squash, or any of the tra- 
ditional “thousand and one” other vegetables 
adaptable to processing on the kitchen or 
woodshed roof. 
We. have the crops; and let us remen- 


ber, cans or no cans, that not*a pound of 


anything that is good to eat and that will 
sustain life should be wasted. 


THE “WORST BOY” FOUND. 


The nation-wide search for the ‘worst 
boy” in America, conduc.ed by the Boys’ 


Brotherhood Republic, an organization of 


Chicago uplift workers, has ended. 

It will-be remembered by the readers of 
these columns that some mcnths ago, short- 
ly after the bad-boy hunt was started, we 
speculated editorially upon the possibilities 
in its results. It will be remembered, too, 
that the desire of the searchers was to find, 
not only the worst boy in the whole coun- 
try, but one that is 100 per cent bad: or, in 
other words, one that registered 100 in each 
of a set of requirements fixed by the com- 
mittee. 

Those requirements, or specifications, 
expressly stated that no merely naughty boy 
would be able to pass muster—that is, no 
boy who is mean, mischievous or even 
devilish merely for the momentary fun he 
gets out of being so, or because he does not 
know the difference between right and 
wrong. He must, in order to enjoy the 
distinction of being placed at the head of 
the bad boy class, said the stipulations, fully 
appreciate what he does and why he does it, 
know what is_right. and what is wrong, and 
he must be a boy who habitually elects to do 
wrong in preference to doing right simply 
because it pleases him more to be errant 
than to be circumspect. In short. he must 
be a young human devil! 

Well, the search has ended. But it was 
rather disappointing to the searchers, be- 


cause the meanest boy they could find after 


a fine-tooth combing of this land of ours 
from end to end and top to bottom of the 
map, is a young scalawag of Pittsburg, Pa., 
who is only “87 per cent bad boy!” 

The Republic workers, therefore, are 

convinced that there is no such “animile” 
as a thoroughly bad boy in America. How- 
ever, the worst one found, they say, repre- 
senting the best they could do, is mean 
enough to answer the purpose; and they 
already have set about proving by him the 
theory underlying the whole proceedings— 
that is, in short, that no boy, however bad, 
is past redemption. 
., This young subject, while in his early 
“teens,” began a life of crime at seven. ana 
has served one punitive sentence after an- 
other as fast as the officers could catch 
and the courts could sentence him. 

The outcome of his “case” in the hands 


of the Boys’ Brotherhood Republic will be 


watched with general interest, because, if 
this 87-per-cent-crooked sapling can be de- 
veloped into a straight tree there is hope, 
and lots of it, for every boy who has strayed 
from the path of rectitude and fuvenne 
virtue.

Wonders Why Japan Is 
Not Brought in From East 


Editor Constitution: The matter of Jap- 
anese intervention in Russia against Ger- 
many has been giving me some concern, and 
the wonder has been that seemingly so 
logical a move as Japanese operations from 
the east should be neglected, and that Ger- 
many should be allowed to materialize their 
plans until it is “too late” to take counter 
action, 

Of course, aS you point out, there must 
be some real and conclusive reason for de- 
lay in the matter; but, unless there is some 
real reason, useless delay should not be al- 
lowed to entail a long-drawn-out war, when 
it seems that it could be more speedily 
brought to a successful conclusion by oper- 
eting from the east as well as the west. 

The Hun doesn’t balk on questions 
ethics, and it seems that fire is going to 
have to be combatted with fire. Even if 
there should be some question about the 
matter, it still seems advisable to choose a 
lesser evil than a greater, and I fear the 
greater will be involved by delay. And cer- 
tainly it would be best for Russia to have 
the Hun stopped right where he is, and 
ultimately thrown back out of all Russia, 
even should it require the loss of some 
Siberian territory to Japan, than to allow 
their territory gobbled up and their country 
Germanized as it is being done. 

If Japan should be allowed to take a hand 
against the Hun from the east and through 
Russia, then we would thereby secure the 
lasting friendship of Japan, disarming al} 
suspicion that might exist in their minds as 
to our attitude, and the !long-talked-of Jap- 
anese problem would be definitely settled. 
That certainly ‘s something to be considered, 
so far as we are concerned. 

If Russia is not willing to sacrifice some- 
thing for her own good and the cduse of

humanity when we and the other allies are | 


sacrificing so much, then humanity would 
not owe her anything. But it seems incred- 
ible that offense should emanate from Russia 
at anything the allies might decide was the 
best to win the war and save Russia ahd 
the world-at-large, and it is not likely that 
it would from her best and most thoughtful 
men. 

I want to express my satisfaction at your 
editorial, and I believe in so doing I am 
expressing the sentiment of thousands of

The hearing before the railroad com- 
Mission on the petition of the Georgia 
Railway and Power company for in- 
creased rates for all service owned and 


controlled by it, was adjourned, at the 
conclusion of Thursday’s session, until 
June 27. ' 

This postponement was on motion of 
the people’s committee for further time 
to prepare an co-ordinate testimony 
and to make further investigations of 
figures brought out in the present 
hearing, and to prepare a schedule of 
valuations. ; 

The motion brought out a lively tilt 
between lawyers of the opposing sides, 
creating the eecond sensationgl fea- 
‘wre of the day, the first one having 
vesulted from the testimony of Joel 
Hurt, in which he declared the securt- 
ties of the company had been watered 
for millions. This testimony brought 
vigorous rebuttal denials from Presi- 
dent Arkwright, Chairman Atkinson 
and General Manager Glenn. 

In the efternoon session it also de- 
veloped in testimony by Vice Presi- 
dent Brine that the estimated net earn- 
ings of the company in 1918 amount 
to $602,545, as compared to $697,000 in 
1917. Mr. Brine declared the first four 
months of 1918 showed a net increase 
over the same monthe in 1917 of $87,- 
000. He declared the Camp Gordon line 
accounted for it. 

The hearing of the petition of the 
Atlanta Gas Light company, a sub- 
pidiary of the power company, will 
open at 11 a m. Friday, it was an- 
mounced by the commission. 


Arkwright on Stand. 


The Thursday hearing opened at 9:30 
a. m with Preston S. Arkwright, presi- 
dent of the power company, on the 
stand, and R. D. Jackson, representing 
Carrollton interests, the examining 
attorney. The examination referred 
gpecifically to Carroliton service,. and 
the president declared that. whiie he 
did not have the figures before him, he 
was convinced that the business in that 
city did mot pay the company. He ad- 
mitted, however, that he did not know 
the cost of delivering current at Car- 
rollton; and also that his company 
current from the Columbus 
power company at the rate of 4 mills 
per k. w. hour. There was no answer 
to the question if, on the contrary, his 
power was not sold to the Mandeville 
mills in 1917 at 7% mills net, and to the 
city at 1 cent. He declared the Geor- 
gia Railway and Power company had 
no power for sale, but that a contract 
was made to furnish power to a new 
ice plant in Carrollton within the last 
year. 

Mr. Arkwright explained this by 
declaring that his company was a pub- 
lic service corporation, and necessa- 
rily had to furnish power when posst- 
ble to certain classes of business. He 
declared that the company was dis- 
couraging the use of power, under new 
and old contracts, and Judge Hillyer,

or outside of the city of Atlanta. He 
said the company’s loss in the street 
railway department was proportionate- 
ly the largest of any department in 
1917 on account of the increase in the 
cost of labor. 


Arkwright, the company’s salesman- 
ager, W. Rawson Collier, submitted in 
response to the citizens’ committee, a 
list of the hydro-electric customers in 
1917, the dates of contracts made, and 
the expirations. " 

Mr. Collier declared ‘that the follow- 
ing customers get a rate different from 
the rates on file with the commission: 
city of Buford, Rome Railway and Light 
company, Fulton Bag and Cotton Mills, 
,acolet Mills, at New Holland, Ga.; the 
Anchor Duck and Cotton Mills, at Rome, 
and the Exposition Cotton” Mills, At- 
lanta. The difference in rates, run- 
ning from 5.5 mills to 7.5 mills, was ex- 
plained as special inducements having 
been given some time ago to large 
mills to get their business. At that 
time, he declared, the lines were not 
loaded. The witness admitted the con- 
tract with the Fulton Bag and Cotton 
Mills was not signed until April, 1917, 
although he claimed negotiations had 
begun two years previously. He de- 
clared he knew the contract was unde- 


Sirable, but the mills claimed good faith

Joel Hurt on Stand. 


Testimony of Joel Hurt, who built 
the first electric line in the citv of 
Atianta in 1889, was introduced by the 
citizens’ committee to prove that the 
Georgia Railway and Power company 
was over-capitalized in 1902 when it 
consolidated all of the separate lines of 
the city. As the witness started to go 
into intimate history as to the capitali- 
zation, Attorney Spalding vigorously 
protested, but Chairman Candler per- 
mitted the relation of a conversation 
between the witness and HL M. Atkin- 
son in 1901 with regard to the capitali- 
zation of the Georgia Power and Elec- 
tric company. The witness declared in 
substance that the interests he repre- 
sented, capitalized at $2,000,000, were 
sold in 1901 to the Old Colony Trust 
Company, of Boston, at a price consid-

Much Talk About Corn Bread 
Bat Very Little Eating of It 


“People generally talk a great deal 
about corn bread, and the eating of it, 
as a war measure, but very few people 
are living on a corn-bread basis,” de- 
elared Mrs. Edna Cain Daniel yester- 
day, when she visited the offices of 
The Constitution and was welcomed by 
her friends. 

Mrs. Daniel is co-editor and co-owner 
of The Quitman Free Press, and one 
of the many energetic women who 
has participated in the war work which 
has been so successfully carried on 
by the women of Brooks county. 

“Coming to Atlanta for a few days’ 
vacation after a vear of absence from 
the capital city,” said Mrs. Daniel, “I 
am deeply interested to see how you 
exist under war conditions. Yn 
Quitman and other smaller towns and 
country communities we are taking the 
war propaganda very seriously, and we 
imagine sometimes that we art not 
very effective because we. are out of 
touch with the big centers. 

“Occasionally some of the family goes 
to New York, and they come back and 
tell us we do not know the war is going 
on. However, I have a suspicion that 
Affanta is having as much _ trouble 
being a sane and simple patriot as the 
rest of us. . 

“For one thing, I am shocked that 
you do not seem to have any decent, 
corn muffins here. I have sampled the 
muffins of several hostelries, and the 
quality seems to deteriorate in propor- 
tion to the amount of marble and ex- 
pensive frescoing in the hotel. 

Corn-Bread Basis. 

“Of course, no ‘chef’ can cook corn 
bread, but don't you think he might 
learn? Before the war we always had 
corn bread, bit it was not important, 
and it was good, or bad, or indifferent. 
Now, since ‘we have to eat it, I make a 
point of having it good, and I wish some 
woman who Knows how to cook corn 
bread would open a muffin class for 
hotel and restaurant chefs. 

“All the’ muffins here are aked in 
tin, when iron muffin pans or bread 
Stick pans are absolutely’ essential. 
They have too much fat and “>not 
enough liquid in them, too. And hot, 
they ought to be hot. I cannot im- 
agine anything more forlorn than a 
cold muffin that had a bad start in the 
kitchen to begin with, repostnge on a 
silver bread tray in a fashionable res- 
taurant. 

“As a matter of fact, I think that 


because . the food administration is 
cramming them down our throats, we 
really have not got down to a corn- 
bread basis yet.. While I was consid- 
ering these cold muffins at lunch yes- 
terday the man with me was telling of 
the terrible labor shortage. It seems 
that people ‘who employ labor are 
early losing their mind. At the same 
time we are eating to an accompanr- 
ment of a suite or something from 
‘Peer Gynt,’ played by five perfectly 
able-bodied musicians. 
The Jazz Bands, 

“Far be it from me to scoff at any 
of the refinements, but you know how 
modern civilization holds up the pic- 


ture of Nero fiddling while - Rome 
burned, and this orchestra accessory 
at lunch, when we were waiting breath- 
less to hear whether the Germans had 
reached Paris, brought Nero into the 
picture. , 

‘“Peopl@ aren’t in tune with restau- 
rant orchestras and jazz bands any 
more. It makes them restless. Any- 
way, if we must have music, why not 
employ some of these young ladies who 
have just returned from taking an ex- 
pensive course at a conservatory, and 
do not seem to know Wwhere their mu- 
sical education will fit in with war 
work? % 

“IT notice the young ladies who have 
gone into service have not got down to 
a corn-bread basis, either. I was per- 
fectly thrilled to see a woman running 
the first bank elevator I got into here. 
She ran it just as well as any man 
could have done—but she had ona 
Georgette waist and high-heeled shoes. 
“We will have to get over this 
Georgette crepe habit; it is worse than 
cold muffins set to music. I hope to 
heaven I 
a truck with a foulard silk dress on 
and her hair done in the imitation of 
Mrs. Vernon Castle’s coiffure, which 
seems to be the accepted mode ‘with 
the Georgette maids. 

“Girls who run elevators and drive 
trucks should wear uniforms or some- 
thing simple, at least.

MECHANICAL SCHOOL 
TO BEGIN SATURDAY 


All in Readiness at Tech for 
Opening of New Army 
Training School. 


The 567 men to be sent by the gov- 
ernment as members of the military 
training detachment of Georgia to the 
Georgia School of Technology to be 


trained as auto truck drivers, mechan- 
ics, radio operators, carpenters, black- 
smiths, ete., will arrive Saturday. They 
are all to be Georgians, men selected 
under the draft law, a certain number 
from each of the 195 registration dis- 
tricts of the state. They are to be 
housed in the school dormitories. Work 
will begin Monday morning, and the 
men will be given an intensive eight 


weeks’ course of mechanical and mili- 
tary training. 

Professor R. H. Lowndes, of the Tech, 
will have charge of the class and shop 
work, the instruction being given by 
the regular shop instructors of the 
school. 

Captain Radcliffe Hermance, who will 
have charge of the military part of 
the work, has just come from Rich- 
mond, Va., where since May 15 he has 
been at the first of these technicians’ 
schools established by the government. 
The head medical officer will be Cap- 
tain Ernest R. Schultz, U. S. A.; the 
company commanders will be Lieuten- 
ant J. M. Bartlett, Lieutenant A. C. 
Gottschaldt, Lieutenant J. T. Reardon, 
all from Camp Devens. Lieutenant Al- 
bert Hoffman, from Camp Gordon, will 
be adjutant. 

The athletic field of the school will 
be used for drill purposes. Athletic 
work will be undertaken and the school 
hopes to have baseball teams for in- 
ter-camp contests. 

The men to be trained are among 
about 200,000 being trained this sum- 


mer by the government in technical and 
mechanical lines at schools all over the 


country.
